•im of her hat, Henry Lockney, 
torn©/ for th e defense in 
his 
eniiig address to the jury told 
e story of her life, of her g i l l ­ 
e d in the v illa g e of Stoughton, 
her ambition to become a teacb- 
and her struggle to win a de- 
ee from the University of W is- 
nsin which resulted hi a ner­ 
eis breakdown just before she 
et Dr. Roberts in* 1914. 
" S h e wan clean and pure, and 
Ith an untarnished reputation,” 
declared. "Dr. Roberts was one 
th e wealthiest men in W auke- 
a. a man of standing and 
a 
urch, member. 
Ha represented 
im seif to her as a desolate, ione- 
married man aud so won h*-r 
ffectlon. 
She asked him lf he 
red more for her than h<- did 
r his wife and he replied: 
" *1 care 10,000 times m o r e l’ ” 
Dr, R. E. D avies, star w itness 
r the state, testified he was ca n ­ 
to the home o f Blanca Mills, 
'here Miss Lusk 
was room ing, 
l i n e a l , 1917. 
by a telephone 
restage from Dr. Roberts. T here 
e found Mrs. R oberts dead in the 
_rlor with Ivv > bullet wounds In 
er body. 
G oing to a uaek stairway, he 
stifled he saw Miss Lusk stand- 
g at the head r f the stairs with 
pistol iii her right hand and 
er left hand covering a widening 
tain on her w hite waist from a I 
ound near her heart. 
R efusing 
0 allow him to com e up to treat 
cr, sh e dictated 
the follow ing 
tatement: 
‘ Dr. Roberts told me again and 
gain that he loved me and only 
ne. 
H e said that he and bis wife 
lever cared for each other. 
He 
wore that he w ould ceti her t»e- 
ore the loth cf lu r * find sw ore 
in a Bible. 
I told him that if he 
lid not care for m e, we would end j 
1 all. Last flight he told me again 
e loved me. I told him that he 
ust tell her aa it was the only 
onorable way. 
T his morning I 
ailed him on the telephone and 
ie told me he had told his w ife 
hat I had been chasing him and 
hat I was th** (lam est fool that 
•ver lived. 
She culled me every 
ame. 
I love him so dearly.” 
Later, Dr. Davies said, she ask- 
d him if the w ound she had Ju­ 
s t e d on herself was thru the 
eart. 
He replied it was not and 
he then felt for the beating of 
er heart with her left hand aud, 
raising the 
jisto l, fired again. 
When Df. Davies reached her side 
:« asked her w hy ^be had shot 
Mrs. 
Roberts and 
believing she 
-as dying she replied: 
"She drove me to it. 
She call- 
< I m e such awfu! names.” 
And then after a brief pause 
she murmured: 
"The strangest thing Is that I 
love him still.” 
L. D. Blott, a b u sin e^ associate 
of Dr. Roberts, testified that on 
the day of the tragedy, Mrs. R ob­ 
erts called at lier husband’s office 
and that the doctor attempted to 
get her to postpone a proposed 
visit to Miss Lusk. 
He quoted 
Mrs. (Roberts as saying that she 
had heard of "the doctor’s carry­ 
ings-on with the Boho.I. teacher 
and wanted to nettle the m atter 
at o n ce.” 
W alter I). Corrigan In his open- 
g statement to the Jury for th* 
'tate depicted M iss Lusk as p lan ­ 
ning to separate Dr. Roberts from 
his w ife, that sh e might m a n y 
him herself and declared the pro­ 
secution would 
prove 
that the 
'hooting was d one with m alice 
and premeditation. 
Mr. Corrigan also declared th a t 
“Miss Lusk had (been living on 
terms of intimacy with Dr. R ob ­ 
erts for about tw o years and they 
were together a i several d i s t a l 
points, including Chicago.” 
Mr. Lockney, referring to the 
same subject paid 
that the two 
had often met at places outside of 
W aukesha and ou tside of tho sta te 
of Wisconsin.

None o f the 
British vessels fell info the hand s 
of the enemy the admiralty an­ 
nounced. 
The seven British submarines 
were destroyed

days from April 3 to April 8. The 
admiralty says 
the

blocking the hanoor by sin k in g 
ships in it had 'been rejected by 
t i Russian admiral commanding 
Jn chief.
